Simple Answer 


The answer, while it may be 
painful to some, none: the less is 
a simple one. Dr. King has at- 
tained his present position of in- 
fluence because of the vulnerable 


terly opposed him. He must be 
very thankful for them. They 
alone provided him with the op- 
portunity to exert and reveal his 
undenied courage. As_ the 
Mahatma Gandhi demonstrated, 
neither jail nor physical assaults 
are an answer when the moral 
force is on the other side. 


The latest episode illustrates 
this point. It is extremely un- 
likely that any person with a 
driver’s license from another state 
would have been sentenced to four 
months in jail for not having ob- 
tained a license in the present 
state of residence. And certainly 
none other would have been hand-

vious a discrimination: that the 
conscience of the nation was out- 
raged against the South. Edito- 
rials, sermons, 
vision criticism, and condemnation 
by many organizations have fol- 
lowed and the end is not yet. 


In their determination to get at 
Dr. King, his enemies have, in 
their frustration and anger, pre- 
sented to the nation the very 
worst stereotype of the South. The 
sort of action taken against him 
in Georgia and Alabama _ con- 
firmed all that the most false and 
extreme critics of the South have 
said. 


The Result 


Those whose seeming witless- 
ness in recent years have made 
Dr. King a national figure appar- 
ently do not care about the result 
of their actions. We can only 
presume, in the absence of any 
evidence to the contrary, that they 
wish the rest of the nation to be- 
lieve that injustice and discrimina- 
tion in law does, in fact, exist in 
the South. The Ku Klux elements 
may not understand it, but they 
are not a good advertisement for 
a region which wishes to attract 
industry, to educate its children, 
and to move into the future with 
the rest of the nation. These per- 
sons can make one, and only one, 
contribution. They can, by viol- 
ence, delay, but at the same time 
guarantee Dr. King his victory. 


For a long time now the would- 
be King Canutes of the KKK men- 
tality have been standing on the 
beaches demanding that the tides 
of history and events retreat. But 
the tides have not, and will not, 
turn back. 


Across a span of more than 
three years Dr. King’s extremist 
opposition has succeeded in mak- 
ing him an international symbol of 
a@ persecuted man, and a national 
leader most influential with his 
own people. If this is what the 
opposition set out to do, then it 
has succeeded. 


Finally, Georglans who profess 
to be upset by Bob Kennedy’s 
telephone call about the case 
should cast the first stone at those 
who made Georgia vulnerable to a 
charge of injustice. Without them,

Kennedy made his declaration 
in a national television broadcast. 
He spoke after a day's confident 
and vigorous campaigning that 
brought him from tidewater Vir- 
ginia to the industrial Midwest. 


Wherever Kennedy appeared he 
drew great, enthusiastic crowds 
The Democratic candidate was in 
a mood of confidence, which was 
supported by a multitude of signs 
that the electorate was throwing 
support to his cause 


Friday night, Kennedy summed 
up his effort of the past three 
months for a national audience. 
The Chicago Stadium was the 
scene of his address, which was 
telecast nationally by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company. 


Kennedy spoke to a roaring, 
overflow crowd of nearly 25,000 
in the indoor stadium, He ar- 
rived efter an hour's progress 
through 23 blocks of Chicago's 
loop, jammed with the Demo- 
cratic faithful who turned out for 
an old-fashioned torchlight parade 
complete with great fireworks dis-

Dayal had charged that Bel- 
gian nationals who have returned 
to the Congo have been arming 
rebel forces there. In some cases, 
he said, Belgian officers have 
directed and led the rebels.

BATON ROUGE, La. (®—Gov.

Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was able to work with a 
Democratic Congress for two main rea- 
sons. There was a meeting of minds be- 
tween him and Senate Majority Leader 
Lyndon Johnson. And his character and 
prestige commanded the respect of the 
Congress. 

If Mr. Nixon were to win: the presi- 
dency, he would not be equipped to oper- 
ate in the Eisenhower manner with a 
Democratic Senate. His popularity in the 
Senate is not high. His political past has 
made unforgiving enemies. A damaging 
deadlock between the executive and leg- 
islative branches would be not only pre- 
dictable, but likely.

There is a lot of talk about shortening 
the presidential campaign in future years.

This year the campaign stretches out 
over four months. This increases enor- 
mously the cost to both parties. It affects 
the nation’s economy, its peace of mind 
and results in such harmful political 
sideshows as the adjourned session of 
Congress. 

Candidates Nixon and Kennedy have 
undergone punishment to which no indi- 
vidual should be subjected. The 20-hour, 
dozen-speech day for weeks on end is a 
man-killing routine. Physical strain on 
both is enormous.

Time Is Pressing In; 
Local Option Gaining 


During the Sibley hearings last spring 
no congressional district’s “witnesses” 
were more vocal in their insistence on 
closing all schools to preserve segregation 
than the Second’s. 

The ratio was almost 5 to 1 in favor of 
total segregation (207 for closing all 
schools in the state; 44 for local option). 

So it is of more than passing signifi- 
cance that school board members and 
school superintendents in that district 
have now voted 32 to 11 for local option. 


A direct comparison is not intended. 
It would be impossible because of the dif- 
ferences in the types of votes and be- 
cause of what has happened in the inter- 
vening months. The Sibley hearing was 
open to all, not just those intimately ac- 
quainted with the facts. The Sibley hear- 
ing was an open “vote,” not a secret one 
like the school officials’ vote. And times 
change. 


Time is pressing in on us all, now. 
Since the Sibley hearings, the state has 
been told by a patient, Southern U.S. dis- 
trict judge that desegregation must begin 
on a certain date; laws similar to Geor- 
gia’s that had been counted on as a last- 
ditch defense have been struck in other 
states; Georgia’s own attorney general 
(whom no one in his right mind could 
accuse of being soft on segregation) has 
forecast some desegregation. 

Times: change. They changed between 
1860 and 1960. They changed between 
spring of 1960 and autumn of 1960. 

The Legislature of 1961 would be wise 
not to ignore that.

If Cold War Is Lost, 
Will Hot One Follow? 


Atlantans were told Thursday night 
that the United States is losing the cold 
war because not enough people recognize 
we are in it.

In this protracted conflict, Mr. Barnett 
declared, “‘the odds are heavier against us 
today than they were before Pearl Har- 
bor.’ He pointed out that Russia is train- 
ing thousands of experts to infiltrate 
countries and win them over to the Com- 
munist line. The United States is doing 
little or nothing to counter it. 


Like others, Mr. Barnett is pleading 
for us to recognize the menace and to do 
something about it before it’s too late.

Those who see everything in 
terms of the Pope and the polit- 
ical parsons in the Bible Belt are 
just as convinced that Kennedy 
is going to win because he ap- 
pealed to the loyalty of the Cath- 
olics and the conscience of the 
Protestants. And then of course 
there are those, including yours 
truly, who still think this issue 
could toss the election to the vice 
president. 

Also, there are those who feel 
that Nixon blundered it away by 
going on television with Young 
Lochinvar and there may be 
something in this. For while he 
stood up to Khrushchev, it is not 
at all sure that he stcod up to 
Kennedy, and this was especially 
true in the great prestige debate 
about whether they love us or 
loathe us in Laos. 


Finally, there are the mathe- 


‘matical historians who think the 


spirit of the people changes al- 
most as regularly as the tides 
and that this was the year to 
swing back to the left after the 
long conservative period that 
started with the decline of the 
New Deal spirit late in the ‘40s. 

There may or may not be va- 
lidity to this theory of the rhyth- 


mic oscillations of American his- 
tory but it is a fact that this the- 
ory has been widely publicized 
by Arthur Schlesinger, the sage 
of Xenia, Ohio, and Cambridge, 
Mass., and by his historian son, 
Arthur Schlesinger Jr., and that 
Kennedy was well aware of this 
doctrine. 

The elder Schlesinger plotted 
this all out almost a generation 
ago. 

Right or wrong, Kennedy has 
based his campaign on the as- 
sumption that the period of Eisen- 
hower’s consolidation was over, 
and that the people were ready 
once more for a new period of 
innovation. 

Could he have done it against 
another Republican  candidaie? 
Say Eisenhower, or Rockefeller? 
Probably not. 

What would have happened if 
Rockefeller had gone on into the 
primaries against Nixon? Or if 
Johnson or Stevenson had got the 
Democratic nomination? Or if 
Nixon had not given Kennedy the 
opportunity of the TV debates? 

Nobody knows, of course, but it 
is: something to muse about until 
the returns come in.

Dodo or Busy, Sure, | 
But Wild Love...?

DUBOIS, Wyo.—For at least 50 years—and I'm not too many 
seasons beyond that—I've had a sort of secret ambition to get 
snowed-in for a few weeks, or even for the winter. I almost made 
it once When I was visiting Bill Rae, boss editor 
of Outdoor Life. at his home in Chappaqua, N.Y 
Bill and I tried hard, but we couldn't stretch 
that particular incident more than a couple of 
days, and besides, a roomy, comfortable house, 
with his wife Peg to serve up delicious meals 
when the time came, is a long trail from having 
to shoot your own meat and survive the bitter 
elements in and around the four walls of a tent 

But this morning it seemed certain that we 
might be well on our way to having that ambition 
of being snowed-in come true. Don Bleak, our 
guide, Dr. Joe Reno of Bethlehem, Pa., and I 
were on horseback, headed out to find a trophy 
antelope. On the first high bench where could look down on 
the ranch lavyout—so far below that it wasn't much larger than the 
picture on a five-cent post card—we were met by a wall of snow. 
It came across the mesa in a white mass which completely covered 
us and blew down our coat collars.

We bowed our heads and rode into it for a while, hoping it 
might be a freak flurry. But instead of thinning, it grew thicker 
by the moment, until it seemed to swallow up the guide and 
hunter riding directly in front of me. I am certain the horses were 
completely grateful when we turned their brushes to the storm 
and headed downhill to the ranch 


Dede, my tall, powerful mount, nudged me hetween the 
shoulders te show his gratitude when I stepped out of the saddle, 
and after we were safely in the ranch house again, trying to warm 
our innards with hot, black coffee, I asked Alice Shoemaker, who 
helps her husband, Les, run the C M Ranch, how my mount hap- 
pened to get the name Dodo. 


ry suppose, she said. “it was because he’s a rather rare 
animal. Even as a colt he showed a remarkable. personality. | 
guess we figured that when he was gone we wouldnt get any 
more like him. The Dodo, as you know, is an extinct bird.” 

That :ed us into a discussion—as some topics often have a way 
of leading you into a discussion—of how horses get their names. 
Les and Alice have about 150 saddle horses on their ranch, which 
is one of the big dude outfits in this part of the country. They 


raise most of their own stock and they say that sometimes they 
just about run out of names for their saddle animals. Yet they 
somehow manage to come up with a handle which pretty well fits 
the appearance, personality, or some trait of character in each 


individual animal. For horses, like people, do have distinct and 
definite character which makes each one different from all the 
others. 

Showing my usual display of ignorance, I asked Les how he 
managed to distinguish one horse from another. He said it was 
like knowing the individual members of your family, and I told 


him that back where I came from 150 people was rather a large 
number for the average family. 

He named over some of his horses for me. There was Busy, 
because he was almost always into something where he had no 
business, and Satan, who was as gentle as a kitten with the dudes, 
but seemed to take a great deal of delight in catching one of the 
cowboys off guard and tossing the poor guy on his head. There 
was Feathers, because the hairs around his hock were so long and 
thick that they resembled the tufted display just above the claw 
of a horned owl, and Shadow, so spooky that he tried to jump out 
of his hide at every stump, log, or shadow across the trail. 


Here is one I liked—Khrushchev—so named because in his day 
he had been a real bucking horse one minute and all sweetness 
and good humor the next, and you never knew when he was going 
to buck. 


And then there is one which I still wonder about—owned by 
Eloise Peck—but so far no one seems inclined to explain. So I 
suppose i'll keep on wondering. The name of this particular filly 
is Wild Love.

languages six years, according 
to Mr. Smith. He added that 
there is no requirement set on 
foreign language study. in the 
United States, but “two years 


of a foreign language is ol 
fered.”’ 

In Georgia two years of for 
eign languages must be offered 
in every accredited secondary 
school. 

Mr. Smith said that Russian 
technicians are being sent into 
thé Congo and other places of 
the world, fully able to com 
municate with the people of 
these countries. However, many 
Americans in foreign service 
are not able to speak the native 
lanzuage and are at a definite 
disadvantage 


Mr. Smith, a former professor 
of romance languages at Kmory
